Furnace enke is up 
another 50 cents this week,'while the 
upper price in the foundry coke range 
is also uj? 50 cents. 


For a long time past the Actual re- 


quirements of the trade have Tar ex- 
ceeded the offerings. 
The price ad- 


vances of the past few wee-'ts do not 
represent either an increase in the re- 
quirements or a decrease in the sup- 
ply. As a matter of fact supplies have ! 
"been increasing right along. The mar- | 
ket price advances may be regarded I 
as representing a growing spirit of 
'• 


resignation among buyers to paying j 
high prices. TVeek 'by week the buy- I 
ers as a class becom-e somewhat less 
unwilling to pay high -prices. It may f 
be recalled'that just after the Cleve- J 
land settlement in the co.il strike 
many fumacemen stated that $7.00 
was their price limit on Connellsvillc 
furnace coke, and no" doubt the ma- 
jority or all of them meant just what 
they said, "Within a short time one or 
two were willing to pay $10, and from 
time to time the limit has gone up. 


Market offerings of coke have been 


rather light in the' past week, the as- 
signed cause being increased car 
shortage. Total production, however, 
seems to have no real setbacks, hav- 
ing, rather a tendency to steady In- 
crease^ The greater car shortages re- 
ported may be due chiefly to more 
ovens attempting to operate,
